This new-born babe of the Colonial 
Legislature, though long looked for and 
promising as it appeared, expired, how- 
ever, coutrary to ull expectations, ulmost 
assvon agit lnd scen the light of day.

Siamese uuthorities, and handed 
over to the United States Consul, by 
whom be was kept confined for two or 
three months. It is alleged that during 
all this time no charge whatever was 
aver made against Mr Graham, although 
he repeatedly demanded to know: what 
offence. he Lad committed; and the 
upshot was that, upon o warrant made 
ont by the U.S. Consul, the Captain of a 
British steamer brought the man to Hong- 
kongas on insane prisoner ! The reason 
why the English Cousul did not act in 
this matter,, which seems to us to have 
been peculiarly: 0 cosy for his inter- 
ference, appears to be, that Mr Graham 
had ‘not registered his name at the 
British, Consulate. It is somewhat 
strange, however, that ‘n British subject 
should have bees shipped on bourd a 
British. vessel, under a warrant of in- 
sanity, by the Rev. Mr Bf‘Donald, 
Aoting Consul of the United States at 
Bangkok; and there is one strange 
fuct in this- case, that no me- 
dical certificate iy produced. It must 
be admitted, however, that much 
friendly feeling was shown by friends 
to the wife and fumily ere they 
were-thus peculiarly forwarded to Hong- 
kong. As the so-culled insane passen- 
ger,seeins now to be as clear-minded as 
most men, the explanution of the circum- 
stance is all the more difficult, We 
believe that the circunstunces have been 
Inid before the Government here, but that 
the Adtminiatrator has expressed bis in- 
ability to take any action in the matter. 
Officially, it may be out of the power of 
the local Government to take cugnisance 
of such apparent irregularities ; and jro- 
bably the same remark applies to the 
American Consul at Hongkong. At the 
same time, it seetne to us that there has 
been a miscarriage of justice by some 
one in Bangkok, and that those reapon- 


sible‘should be called to account for the | 


irragularity, even ifit were for nothing 
elag than. landing u poor family in a 
strange Colony without the means of 
getting to England and with little or no 
prospect of obtaining a livelihood. As 
we ore at present advised, it is difficult 
tw explain the inaction of the British 
Consul-General in Sinm; and so far 
as acting U. 8, Consul McDonald is 
concerned, we believe that no such 
ircegularity would have been permit- 
ted had General Halderman been in 
charye of American interests nt Bangkok.

He | 
siid there wero thirty-six sigus employed, 
on any one of which an entrant could stake 
any suin he pleased. The manager of the 
lottery chooses the winning number and the 
winner receives thirty times the omaunt of | 
his stake. At presont there were two prin- | 
cipal establishments in the “Colony which 
sent out men to canvas, and announced two 
winning numbers every day, one at ten 
o'clock in the forenoon and another in the 
afternoon, These two establishments were 
entirely independent of cach other, and 
were named Kum Ping and Kung Sun 
respectively, Tho winning numbers wore 
generally announced in Salt Fish Jane on 
the Praya, but when the Police were in the 
vicinity the announcement was made sonie- 
where else. He thought the average 
amount of money staked would be over 
$1000 daily, and be did not think that a 
fine of $200 would be felt by the establish- 
ments. The lottery was mostly supported | 
by women, dumestic servants and coolios, 
but more especially women. Since the de- 
cision of the appeal in the Wai Sing Lottery 
case last year, this species of lottery had 
been much more rife than it used tw be, 
as the Police had not disturbed the pronio- 
ters so often. Sergeant Quincey said that 
these facts, ag stated by the intorproter, 
were well known to the Police. The pri- 
soner alleged that he was unly a purchaser, 
and nota broker. Ho was tined $50, or 
one month’s imprisonment with hard labour, 


EMBEZZLING. 

Bui Mok Po, 79 years of .nge, was con- 
victed of embezzling $65. The prisuner 
had been in the omploy of Chung Kai, 
shop-keeper, Tai-kok Tsui, until'a month 
ago, when he left of his own accort. Since 
leaving the cownplamant’s servico he hac 
eallected the above sam from one of the 
compluinant’s customers, and appropriated 
the money. He was eentenced to threo 
months’ imprisonment. 


THE MEMORIAL ON THE SALT 
TRADE BY TSO TSUNG TANG. 

We reproduce from the N.C. D,-News 
the first portion of a lengthy memorial by 
the Viceruy of Nanking un the trade in 
the Liang Huai :—, 

Memorial from Tao Taung-t‘ang, proposing 
measures fur the regulation of the salt trade 
of the Liamg Huai area. Memorialist 
remarks that the salt trade is the great 
source of wealth and revenue in Hunai-an 
Fu, and that the North and South Govern- 
ment salt consumed in the markets of 
Anhui, Kiangsi, Kuangtung and Hunan, 
aubserves a greater aren with a larger profit 
than that consumed in Ché-kiany, Kuangsi, 
Szcchuen and Chibi, During the reigns of 
Ch‘ien Lung and Chia Ch‘ing, the merchants 
contributed largely to the expenses of the 
suppression, of the reballion im Ta Hsiao 
Chin Ch‘uan, the pacification of ‘Tniwan, 
and the reduction of Szechnen and 
Hukuany. They may be said to have been 
then at the zenith of their prosperity, and 
from that time on they might, by adhoring 
to their old grooves,, have continued to 
enjuy enormous profits, , Their assigns and 
sncecasors, however, accustomed as they 
were toa life of luxury, know but little of 
the trade, and the ealt business accordingly 
fell into decay. In 1832 a former Governor- 
General, T‘a0 Shu, originated n system of

Critics 
say that Szechuen salt having for many a 
long day boon taken inatead of Huai salt in 
tho markets of Hukvang, the, present 
change to o system of licenso for the sale of 
Huai salt would, it is to bo apprehonded, 
bo advantegcous neithor to the Government 
nor to the traders of Szechuen. But the 
trade in salt on the western borders of 
Szechuen has, of late years, had a snecess 
so marked that the Governor-Goneral Ting 
Pao-chén hos been induced by the daily 
increase in consumption of Szechuen salt 
to propose to retire from Hukuang and 
restore itto the Huai ares. As the con- 
sumption oN salt is daily increasing, 
it is conson equally with policy and 
right that the Hukuang salt area should 
Le recovered for it. Moreover, the Censors 
Chang Kuan-chun and Chou Sheng-shu, in 
a memorial long since submitted to the 
Throne, requosted that the permits might 


allotment ; while the traders of every mart 
have already prayed for the restoration of 
Such consensus of opinion 
is notable enough. Menciua says, ‘To 
have wisdom and discretion is not equal 
to the faeulty of embracing the favour- 
able opportunity": and Kuan Chung 
recommends ‘‘granting to the people 
what they desire.”

Tho reason 
Hupoi is dependent on the fein levied on 
Szechuen salt is that. formerly, the Huai 
permit area being but ill supplied with that 
salt, Szechuen salt temporarily occupied

Some years ago, Shen Pao-chen 
proposed that the Huai area should con- 
tribute tu tho militury expenses of Hupei 
a yearly sum of a niillion odd teels, a 
proposal, indeed. which was nover acted 
upon and left no substantial benefit to 
upei. Thia aid Memorialist now suggests 
will meet the wishes of the people, and 
reforenco to past memorials submitted to 
the Throne and statistics of the amount of 
salt sold and lekin collected, afford ample 
evidence of the secure basis on which his 
proposals rest.
